Claims 28-32, characterized by the Examiner as being drawn to 
receiving a first participant's participation in the enterprise and 
excluding this participant from a message sent to the participant's 
group based on his role within the subgroup. 

In reply, Applicant provisionally elects to prosecute Group II, claims 7-19 and 
33-36, without traverse.
